WHEN BIRDS CAN'T BE SHOT.

New Regulations EWective Oct. 1 Pre-
scribe Closed Bensons.

Washingtoo. ~Amendments to the de
partment of agriculture's regulations
for the protection of migratory birds
will become effective Oct. 1.

The effect of one of the changes Is
to permit on the Missouri and the op-
per waters of the Mississippl the shoot-
ing of all migratory gnme birds for
which there Is an open season from
Oct 1, 1014, to Jan. 1, 1015 After the
latter date the prohibition will be In
force agaln. Other amendments deal
prineipally with the closed season for
water fowl ln varfous localities,

The new regulations provide for a
closed season in zone No. 1 for all
waterfowl from Dec. 16 to Sept 1
next following. Execeptions to the rule
preseribe the open senson as follows:

In Massachusetts and Rhode Island,
between Jan. 1 and Oct. 1: Connectl-
cut. Now York, Pennaylvania, ldaho,
Oregon and Washington, between Jan.
160 and Oct 1; New Jersey, between
Feb. 1 and Nov, 1; Minnesota, North
Dnkuta, South*Dakota and Wisconsin,
between Dec 1| and Sept T,

For sone No. 2 the closed season Is
between Jon. 16 and Oct 1, with the
following exceptions: Delaware, Mary.
Innd, District of Columbia, Virginia,
North Carolina, Alabama, Misslssippi
and Loulsiann between Feb, 1 and
Nov. 1; Florkda, Georgln and South
Carolina, between Feb, 10 and Nov, 20;
Kansus, Missourt and Oklaboma, be
tween Fob, 1 and Sept. 15; Texan, Arl
rona nnd California, between Feb, 1
and Oct 15,

WAR CLOUDS HANG
OVER ALL EUROPE

Servian Government Refuses
to Comply With Humiliating
Demands of Austria.)

London —The darkest war cloud
which has appeared on the European
horizon slnce Germany sent warships
to Agadir in 1911 bangs over Europe.

The Servian government refused to
comply fully with Austria’s demands,
the most humiliating ever asked of an
indepandent natlon, for the explation
of the BaMfvevo murders for which
Austria holds antl-Austrian conspira-
cles In Servia responsible and for
guarantees. of future gobd behavlor.

NBOT GREATEST
FRENCH LEADER

Settles Many Mmporiant Ques-
tions. For His Nation.

HAS AN AMERICAN WIFE

Brought Abeut: Alliamee With Russia
and Helped to Arrange the Entente
With Eng'and — Fearless For the
Right, and Yet In All His Political
Career He Has Made Few Enemies.

The Servian reply to the Austrian
ultimatum was an acceptance of al
mout all the Imperious demands, ex-
copt that Austrian officlals shall par-
ticipate In the investigation and fix
the responsibility for the anti-Austri-
an propaganda.

Servia proposed an appeal to the
powers at The Hague for the settle-
ment of that feature. Notwithstand-
ing this humiliating surrender, which
was more than Europe expected of the
little nation, the Austrian government
gave the Servian minister his pass-
ports which may be construed as a
virtual declaration of war.

A formal declaration of war Is not
necessary, because Servia Is not a
party to The Hague convention, which

requires this. The suspension of all
parilamentary and judiclal Institu-
tlons have been decreed In Austria

and an Ironclad censorship has drawn
a cordon of secrecy around the coun-
try, 8o that the outside world Is In
complete Ignorance of everything hap-
pening there, except what the govern-
ment wants the world to know

The question whether Rusala will
take up arms to save her Slav protege
from a crushing blow was the cruclal
fenture of the saituation on which the
peace of all Europe hinged.

The same degroe of secrecy which
Austria has imposed has been estab-
llahed in Russia.

Germany has informed the other
powers that she considers that the
Austro-Servian quarrel concerns those
nations alone. If any other power
takes It up she declares, serlous con-
sequences must follow,

According to the Daily Telegraph,
the German ambassadors at the capl-
tals of the tripleallinnce—London, 8t
Petorsburg and Paris—when asked to
press thelr governments (0 act as &
check on Anstria, replied simply that
they wounld forward the request.

In return, Germany invited the cab-
Inets of London and Paris to do thelir
utmost to keep RHussla in check.
